and the next Day fec out Pott for Orvietto, to confer with Cardinal Guaitie:i, 
His Minifters have lately fent him two Bills of Exchange for 5000 Crowns remii- 
ted tohim and his Lady from Madrid, or as others fay, by two Foreign Potenta- 
tesof the firlt Rank. And we heat that hereturned to Albano to ftand Godfather 
to a Son of the Duke de Soriano Albani. It Rains and Hails here ftill to char De- 
gree, as makes the Air very fharp, and very much indangers the Fruits ; for which 
Reafon, the Pope has odered all the Priefts to read the Colle& for Fair weather, 
in their ordinary Mafles.. 

Paris, Fuly 3. The Academy of Floral Games eftablifhed at Touloufe, have 
chofen the following Subje&, tobe difpured, forthe Prize of Eloquence on the 
3d of May next, viz. That Virtue alone can vender a Man. Happy. This is a Cuf- 
tom derived fromthe Ancient Romans, who folemnized Fiora).Games at that 
City. A Remembrance of thofe Games is ftill kept up there for the Encourage- 
ment of Poefy, and other Parts of Learning under che Condué of their Parliament 
and Magiftraces; who diftribure Prizes of three Golden Flowers of about 14 L. 
Sterling each to thofe who perform beft, and inthe Town-ioufe, chere’s the Pic- 
ture of Madam Flora, by whom thofe Games, were initituted, holding tour 
Flowers in her Hand.

Paris, Fuly 3. They write from Montpelier, that M. O Bryan, an Irith 
Brigadier-General in the Service of the King of Spain, and Governour of Malaga, 
artived there from that Kingdom the Beginning of laft Month, to confult the Phy- 
ficians ofthat City, about an Iilncfs he had been troubled with for above a Year 
patt, of which the Spanifh Phyficians could not difcover the Caufe . But thole of 
Montpelier found he had the Stone; and refolved he fhould undergo the Ope- 
ration, Which being. performed onthe 12th of laft Month, they took from him 


a Stone weighing four Ounces and a Half, but he died four Days after. Being 


opened, the Phyficians agreed, that if he had not undergone the Operation he 
could nothave livedlong, becaufehis Inteftines were viciated.

My Lords, Thefe are the Hardfhips which I previoufly mention, and only men- 
tion, and humbly lay before your Lordfhips. 

By your Lordfhpips Leave, 1 proceed now to make that Defence, as wellasI 
am able to make it, in the Condition of Heaith 1 am now in, hambly praying 
your Lordfhips, if I find my {elf in any Degree finking under it, that you will 1a- 
dulge me, and allow mealittle Time to go on; becaule the general Charge of che 
Bill, is, That Ihave been deeply concerned in forming, direGing, and carrying 
ona wicked and deteftable Conlpiracy, and was principal Actor therein. 

The Charge is divided into two Heads: 

Fir, That teaiteroufly confulted and correfponded with divers Perfons, to 
raife an InfurreGion, &c. in this Kingdom, to procure Forcign Forces to invade 
it, &c. 
Secondly, Tiat I traiteroufly correfponded, with the fame Intent, with Perfons 
employed, &c. But asneither Pact of this Charge hath been made good by the 
Counfe! fortie Bill, aor have they proved, nor attempted to prove me at one 
Confultation, nor is there any Thing tends towards fuch a Proof, except the 
exploded Story of the Burford Club, and two or three Hear-fay Informations 
which were mentioned of my Management of this Affair. 1 have met all thefe 
Lords Lownit, but at different Times; and, upon the beft Recolledion I can 
make, Inever was in all my Life with any three of chem at once, uniefs perhaps 
about fome general Matters, or Affairs; depending in Parliament. The Earl of 
Strafford hath vifited me, and I have, when in Health, dined once with him at 
his Houle.

They fwear, that they believe thefe three Letrers to have beenin the Hand- 
writing of Mr. Kelly, my fuppofed Amanuenfis: Your Lordfbips. will remember, 
that their Oaths were at four Months Diftance from the Time of feeing thole Let- 
ters; during the Whole Series of which Time, it never hath appeared, that they 
have compared one Ofiginal with another, and the only Original, as a Specimen, 
hath been proved, at Your Lordfhips Bar, not to be the Hand-writing of Mr. 
Kelly; and be pleafed to rememberthe very Suppofition of Mr. Kely’s being my 
Secretary, or any ways intimate with me, hath been fully fworn co be falfe. 

If it be faid, Who then writ thefe Letters, and with what View were the 
writ? The Anfwar to this is obvious, my being here at your Lordfhips Bar {fuf- 
ficiently explains it. It is enough to prove, that Idid not write or diate them, 
and I have proved it abundantly. Let but any momentous Part of the the 
Charge againft me be made out with half the Evidence, and I will fubmit without 
any Difpute ;eight or ninefuch Witnefles would have born downthe Evidence of 
ene or twothat had fworn.
